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1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: The newly added claim limitation of "OSI Layer 2 registration" as in claim 

1. "OSI Layer 2 pre-registration" as in claim 21 , and "OSI Layer 2 Serving GPRS Support Node 
(SGSN) pre-registration" as in claim 40, each does not have proper antecedent supported by the 
specification disclosure. 

2. Claims 1-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The newly added claim limitation of "OSI Layer 2 registration" as in claim 1, "OSI Layer 
2 pre-registration" as in claim 21, and "OSI Layer 2 Serving GPRS Support Node (SGSN) pre- 
registration" as in claim 40, each contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. To be 
more specific, only page 10, lines 10-1 1 in the specification disclosure briefly mention "a Layer 
2 Pseudo Length data field 402", which was not sufficient to support the newly claimed feature 
of "OSI Layer 2 registration" or "OSI Layer 2 pre-registration" for the enablement. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed September 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 
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In the remark, the applicant mainly argued that the newly added claim subject matters of 
"OSI Layer 2 registration" and "OSI Layer 2 pre-registration" are either supported by the 
specification or known in the art by referring to page 6, lines 10-25 of the specification. 

The examiner disagrees since on page 6, lines 10-25 of the specification, which was 
incorporated by reference by the applicant, only describes different versions of General Packet 
Radio Service (GPRS) standards. Nowhere in that portion of the disclosure described the newly 
added claim subject matters of "OSI Layer 2 registration" and "OSI Layer 2 pre-registration". 
Furthermore, nowhere in that portion of the disclosure described that the features of "OSI Layer 
2 registration" and "OSI Layer 2 pre-registration" were known in the art and how they were 
related to the invention or how they could be utilized to carry out the invention. 

In view of the above reasoning, the examiner believes that the antecedent basis lacking 
and 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph rejection regarding claims 1-45 should be sustained.
